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Camping

clear springs that soothes, that delights, that transports the soul? Does not every 
red-blooded man thrill with the anticipation of long summer days when with a 
rod and fly he can lure the foxy game fish from his murky hiding place and with 
his gun he can bring down the wild fowl that flies through the bright blue canopy 
above. Think of the cool nights spent under Nature’s protection which refresh 
and invigorate one with the feeling of a new-born era. A man’s health requires 
as many acres of meadow to his prospect as his farm does loads of muck. Start 
now before another season shall have passed and plan to spend more of your time 
where you can hear the affectionate voices of earth and heaven calling to you. 


Preparing for the Trip 


Never go on a camping trip in a rush. Half the pleasure of making such a 
trip is in the planning. This can be done in the winter time when the nights are 
long and dreary. If a trip is carefully thought out there will be no delay or 
inconvenience when the time comes. Do not take with you anything that you can 
not see beforehand will be needed, as it will only be in the way and add to the

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weight. Great care should be taken in selecting your companions, for upon them 
depends the success or failure of the trip. Nothing is so annoying as having in 
the party a disagreeable man to dampen the spirits of the party. Select good- 
hearted, manly fellows who will take things as they come and do their share of 
the labor around camp cheerfully. 


The Location 


Your location should be governed by 
the following considerations: 


Accessibility ; 

Sanitary conditions; 

Pure drinking water; 

Firewood; 

Nearness to lake or river; 

Security against spread of fire; 

Never select an abandoned camp 

site, as it is liable to be stripped of 

firewood, and surrounded by a lot 

of rubbish and possibly vermin 
which its former occupants have left behind; 

8. Select an open knoll or rocky point jutting out into a river or lake, and 
avoid damp lands and deep woods as they are unhealthy and very likely 
infested with mosquitoes. 
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Sanitation 


One of the first things that every camper should consider is the sanitation of 
the camp. This applies not only to personal cleanliness, but also to the water 
supply and the proper disposal of all refuse. The camp should have a cool spring 
of fresh water near by, but if this is impossible, water taken from any fresh water 
lake will be found desirable. Do not take your water from near the shore, but as 
near the center of the lake as is possible. All refuse should be kept away from 
the water supply and should be disposed of either through burning or burial. 
Neglecting these few rules has caused serious illness and in some cases death. 
In many instances the loss of life in time of war has been greater through disease 


than on the battlefield.

Campfire 


There are numerous ways to construct a fire that will answer the purposes of 
camp cooking. For a temporary stop an old fire grate suspended upon four iron 
rods and flanked with stones will be 
found satisfactory, but for a longer stay 
a more permanent style of fireplace will 
be needed. Secure an old stove top, - 
preferably a two or four-hole top, place 
it upon four iron rods and surround it 
upon three sides with sheet iron or tin, 
on the fourth side place a removable 
piece which can be opened for building 
a fire. Place a short section of stove- 
pipe in the hole which will be found for 
that purpose in the top. You will now 
have a cooking outfit which is second 
only to a complete kitchen range.

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Requirements of Tents 


The purpose of a tent is for shelter and to serve that aim should be proof against 
the hot rays of the sun or a sudden downpour of rain and prevailing high winds. 
It should be cool and airy on summer days and warm and dry at night. Every 
tent should be equipped with a fly or 
extra roof as it is an added protection in 
case of rain and makes the tent warmer 
in cool weather and cooler in warm 
weather. A tent should be made of a 
good grade of cotton duck or silk. Every 
seam should be double stitched, which 
makes a stronger tent and the seams are 
less liable to leak. There should be plenty 
of headroom and the roof should have 
sufficient rise to allow all the water to 
run off readily. 


Style of Tent 


The style of tent depends upon the size of the party, the transportation facilities 
and whether the camp is to be a permanent or temporary one. The SABIC STAND- 
ARD TENT is the one most generally used for a permanent camp. This style gives 
plenty of floor space and generous head- 
room. Some parties where weight is 
limited and the number small, such as 
a canoe or walking trip, prefer the 
SABIC JUNIOR, NOMAD, HUDSON 
or PROSPECTOR TENTS, as they are 
lighter, and you can dispense with all 
poles or framework. For large camps 
such as construction camps or mass 
meetings we recommend the DRITEX 
EXHIBITOR, as it is made in larger 
sizes and can be opened all the way 
around. ee 


We can supply tents made of the 
following materials: 

Drilling—Is a very light and strong material, but is not quite as durable as duck 

Single Filled Duck—Is better for tents that are not subjected to the hardest 
usage or roughest weather. 

Double Filled Duck—Will wear longer and stand harder usage than Single Filled 
Duck. 

U. S. Standard Army Duck—Is made to the specifications of the U. S. Govern- 
ment and is the best grade of white duck. 

Khaki Duck—lIf properly cared for and not abused will give longer wear and 
better service than any other kind. 

Egyptian Cotton Cloth—This is about the best material for camping tents, as it 
is extremely light weight and treated with a waterproofing process,

Putting Up the Tent 


The first thing to do after arriving at your destination is to select cleared space 
in the desired location and erect the tent. After the tent is up see that it is pulled 
out smooth and that there are no wrinkles 
showing. The stakes should be set in slant- 
ingly, drive them down well so that the first 
puff of wind will not topple the tent over. 
Dig a small trench around the tent to carry 
away the water and prevent its running under 
the tent. Unpack your outfit and distribute 
according to your idea as to the best place for 
each article. When this is finished you can 
settle down and will have nothing to do but 
enjoy yourself.
